RUMOURS OF WAR 


Our contributor, Mr, H. G. 
W. Woodhead, inescapably 
arouses controversy | when 
discussing: his favourite topic, 
China, In today's issue he 
veers slightly across the map 
to consider that busy micro- 
cosm, Hong Kong. His ob- 
servations are far from cheer- 
ful, but that in itself is not 
a justifiable ground for critic- 
ism. The article is undoubt- 
edly thought-provoking, even 
if not presenting any strik- 
inuly new ideas. 

Mr. Woodhead — suggests 
that current events in China 
“may have serious repercus- 
sions” on the colony, but his 
apprehensions centre solely 
on a_ hypothetical “panic- 
stricken incursion of another 
three quarters of a million 
Chinese,” if “what happened 
in 1938. when the Japanese 
occupied Canton, may be re- 
garded as a precedent.” 
This, he says, would provide 
an insuperable ‘problem with 
regard to housing, food and 
water. : 

The “China Mail” has, edi- 
torially, discussed this grave 
possibility in recent months, 
but is now coming round to 
the opinion that such fears 
lack confirmation—as yet. 
Arrivals here from such cen- 
tres as Shanghai during the 
past week give no indication 
of a large-scale exodus from 
Communist - menaced areas. 
The numbers run into only 
a few hundreds, and people 
are in fact returning volun 
tarily to such centres as 
Tientsin and Peiping. It 
seems evident that the aver. 
age Chinese does not regard 
the Communists with the 
same fear as he did the 
Japanese. He does not ex- 
pect death, imprisonment or 
even confiscation of his pro- 
perty, and knowing no other 
means of earning a livelihood 
than in his native town or 
village, he intends to stav, 
there ‘at least for the present. 

Pursuing his argument, 
Mr. Woodhead reiterates a 
previous claim -that Hong 
Kong should restrict im- 
migration from China. 
Many will agree with him 
that this is theoretically de- 
sirable, but we have au- 
thoritative confirmation that 
the government has no inten- 
tion of instituting such a ban, 
partly because of the diffi- 
culties of: implementing it. 
For one thing, a very large 
staff (at present non-exist- 
ent) would be required for 
administrative and checking 
purposes. Every one of the 
colony’s*, 2,000,000 Chinese 
would require documents as 
a start, and would probably 
demand (as they did before 
the war) similar passes for 
their close relatives across 
the border. The ban would, 
also, obviously restrict .con- 
siderably our function as an 
entrepot. because of imposi- 
tions on. travelling traders. 
Perhaps it should be done; 
but it would be difficult. . 

Mr. Woodhead may have a 
good point when he urges 
the abolition of. the ban on 
the import. of gold. With: 
China’s currency’ now worth- 
less, it ig difficult to see how 
this can help elther Cripps. 
or the ‘International Mone- 
tary Fund, But it often re- 
sults: in confiscation’ of’ a 
Chinese evacuec's ‘entire sav. 
ings. This the ‘authorities: 


might well ponder, together 


with, the suggestion’ - that 
coneamniat activities ~ locally 
should now,-be. regarded as.a:

Too Little And Too Late? 


“Too little and too late” was 
the explynation generally given 
of the collapse of Great Briy 
tain’s Far Enstern territorics to 
the Japanese invaders in 
3941-2, 

At that time, of course, there 
was the not _unrensonable ex- 
cuse that the Empire's vast com- 
mitments in Europe ond the Near 
Enst left ttle or nothing to 
spare for such orens ns Malaya, 
Borneo and Hog Kong. ‘Is it 
fo ba a question of “too Ittle and 
too late” where Hong Kong is 
concerned In the near future? 

One docs not need to be an 
Olarmist to point out that re 
cent events In Mid-<Chiin may 
have serious, repercussions upon 
Hong Kong {n tha not = distant 
future. Yet n few days ago we 
had the -Parllamentary Under- 
Steretary for the Colonies com- 
placontly stating that the Bri- 
tish Govemment Intended “to 
maintain Hong Kong os a peace- 
ful haven of refuge from oppres- 
sion, ag a at. centre of. trade, 
and, asacultural and cducationnt 
beacon.” While on the same 
date a London cable tnfornied 
us that: 

“There is at present no {inton- 
tlon to send troop reinforee- 
ments to Hongkong because the 
more might be construcd as 
provocative,” 

Provocative! Provocative to 
take necessnry -procautiona to 
preverit a British Colony being 
overrun by Chinese Reds? If 
that js the attitude of tha Home 
Government {it should be coun- 
ered by emphatle protests from 
responsible leaders in Hong Konr. 

The Idea of maintaining Hong- 
Kong “as a penceful haven’ of re 
fure from oppression’ may look 
very well on = paoer. But any 
well-informed —resideat must be 
aware that the limits to which 
thls Colony enn fulfft that role 
have already been over-stepped. 
The population today is more 
than double that of the Colony’s 
normal Population in prewar 
years. 

And if what happened in 1938. 
when the Japanese occupied 
Cunton, may be regarded os a 
precedott, Wo may expect a 
panic-stricken incursion of an- 
other three quarters of a million 
Chinese when (and If) the Reds 
appronch that city. How are 
they to be housed, fed. occupied 
or supplied even with’ such a 
necessity As water? 


Restrict Immigration 
Surely one of the Colony’s 
most urgent problems today Is 
the adoption of drastic steps to 
restrict further uncontrolled im- 
migration. I urged this two 
years ago. In urging it with 
greater emphasis today I add the 
warning that unless this pro- 
blem [s_ tackled’ 
Kong may well become unten- 
able by reason of a monstrous 
burden of over-populatlon for 
which neither food, nor other 
vital necessities cun possibly be 
provided. . 

“Too little and too late?” It 
Is common knowledge that the 
Defence forces of. Hong Kong for 
external and internal — security 
fare inadequate, The minimum 
military force required for such 
security has been authoritatively 
put at two Brigades, or at least 
6.000 officers and men, and as 
most of their. activities would 
be connected with frontier and 
coastal patrols, it ould bo 
uecessary to reinforce them, for 
purposes of internal security, 
by substantial forces of Volun- 
teers, Polica Reserves, and other 
Emergency Units. 

These. security measures can- 
not be improvised at a few days’ 
or even weeks’ notice. If treops 
ennnot be spared from the Home 
Country, surely thls Is a pro- 
blem on which the | co-opcration 
of the Dominions should be in- 
voked. They might also -be ex- 
pected to assist In providing the 
Cotony with a Combatant Air 
Force. 

It has hbeon sald that aircraft 
ean be flown in from Singapore 
within a few, hours -or days. 
That may be so, but the necos- 
sary ground crews and organisa- 
tion, supplies and ammunition 
cculd not.

transients fn these — entesorics. 
Why should wen'tthy Chinese re 
ecive preferential treatmert ove~ 
nifionals of other  countries—or 
stuteless peyple—many of whom 
have been ws the employment of 
British ane Allled firms? 

Tam glad to see that some 
actlon Is about to be taken with 
reférence to ménbers of the 
Portuguese community in Shana- 
hal who may desire to be 
evacuated. Thy Hong Kone 
Goveriment might well take the 
Initiatlve in co-operating with 
the Portuguese authorities for 
the resettlement of these unfor- 
tunates in Macao. 


Future Security 


Finally I would) Uke to em- 
phosise that the future security 
of Hong Kong should be 1 mat- 
ter of vital caacern to all foval 
residents of both sexes. The 
community should to the utmost 
of Its ability make itself respon- 
sibte for internal security. look- 
ing to thy Home Governmont 
only for essential measures for 
external protection.

When India’s Premier, Pandit 
Nehru, arrived recently in 
London to. announce to the 
Conference of Commonwealth 
Prime Ministers his country’s 
intention of becoming 8 
Sovercign Independent Re- 
public he was able to give 2 
good account of his steward- 
ship during the 20 months of 
India's existence . us a 
Dominion. 

Of course, he had the advan- 
tage of tnkng over the Govern- 
ment of India as a going concern. 

When they were catrying on 
thelr campaign against the Brl- 
tish Ra} the present rulers of 
India used to abuse the Indian 
civil Servants as red-tape- 
bound, overpaid bureaucrats. 

SInce they. have raicceeded to 
the responsibilities of office thoy 
have’ come to realise how great 
an asset to Indin are the system 
and traditions not only of the 
Civil Service but of the British- 
trained Indian Army, 

Froof of the value of the strong 
framework with which Britain 
endowed India is to be found in 
the contrast between the effi- 
clency of the Central Govern- 
ment and the muddle and cor- 
ruption that prevall in some of 
the sevén provingial Govern- 
ments. 


Settle Scandals . 

These are dominated by the 
local Congress Party, whose Iea- 
ders have, nothing like the vision 
and.expericnce of the men at the 
head of the Central Government, 
with the result that the . Central 
Congress Party in Delht is con- 
stantly: having to intervene to 
settle political scandals in the

‘They have been 
given ample pensions in per- 
vetulty. « 

India’s. self-administration has 
begun with the good fortune of 
having attthe head of her affairs 
three men of outstanding aobility. 

Governor - General RaJgopai- 


chari js a strong character who 
shores with Pandit Nehru tho 
mantle of the Inte “Aahatma * 
Gandhi. He wos formerly the 
highly autocratic Premier cf the 
Province of Madras, and though 
his constitutional position now 
Keeps him in the background, he 
nevertheless has great political 
infuence, ; ‘ 


Three Statesmen 

Pandit Jawoaharial Nehru, 
the Prime Minister. Is the best 
known of the three Indian sta‘s~ 
men forming the Inner Cabinet -* 
which controls the policy of In- 
uta's Government. ‘2 

He has a dual personality, be- 
ing as much at home in London 
as in Delhi. A great English 
public school and’ a university 
have lald thelr unmistakable 
hallmark upon him—yet, in apite 
cf a British upbringing and aris- 
troeratic Indian birth, he has 
intense sympathy With the Hindu 
masses, Which makes him their 
idol 

The third figure in this smalk 
and brillant. team is Sardar 
Patel, Vice-Premier and a: sim- 
pler and more rugged type, less 
of on orator than Nehru, but a 
shrewd, determined administrator. 


Drafting Formula _

ple, that thelr formula for draf- 
ting the Constitution should havo 
Specificd India to be an “Indo 
pendent Sovercign Republic." 

If the word “State” had been 
used, the question of Indla’s 
future relations with the Com~ 
monwealth need not have arisen, 
as the Independence of all Do- 
minons was recognised by the 
Statute of Westminister as far 
back as 1931. 

Nehru's attitude in London on 
this. question... will -.depend..upon 
how far he Is-prepared to face 
the criticlsm, reproaches, and 
Possible desertion of some of his 
Congress colleagues if he comes 
back without having. renounced 
India’s alleglance to the British 
Crown. 

- But those well pinced to’ judge 
Indian politclal trends assure mo 
that he could carry the day even 
were he to abandon the idea of 
an Indian Republic. 

Indians are by instinct hero- 
worshippers who {follow meno 
rather than policies, and should 
it come to.showdown with the 
anti-Dritish extremists Nehru's 
uacendancy over the " people js 
Srent enough to give him victory.

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A LIBRARY OF. 
. RECORDS 


As some péople collect books, 
stamps, coins (and match-box tops, in 
some cases, so I have heard!) there 
fs the ardent gramophile who collects 
records. The real enthusiast in this 
connection becomes—once the “bug” 
has bitten him—a hardened convert to 

| the game. I suppose too, it must be 
admitted, that the grdamophile Is in 
danger of becoming a bore, except, of 
course, to another gramophile. Tradi- 
tlonally, an enthusiast becomes a little 
overpowering when he rides his hobby- 
horse, so that the ‘gramophile can no 
more be brought to blame on this score 
than any other person. 

Personally, I became a “convert,” 50 
to speak, about 15 years ago and the 
first fine flush of enthusiasm is as 
strong today as ever it was. I suppose 
n love of good music is a primary 
essential in this respect, because this 
{fs the cornerstone on which a record- 
Itbrary is built up. 

To ‘advise (or even to suggest) 3 
basts on which to build up such o 
library is not for me. Apart from 
presumptuousness (which it would be 
obvivusly!), there is the old adage of 
“chacun a son gout” to be remembered. 
One man’s meat is ever 
potson, so to suggest specifically that 
such-and-such a record is a “sine qua 
non” is inadvisable. There are, how~ 
ever, certain general considerations 
which can be suggested as essential to 
the basis of collection of a representa- 
tive library of recorded music. 

Firstly, symphonic works undoubted- 
ly call out for representation. As if 
to acknowledge this fact, the catalogucs 
ure replete with recordings of all the 
standard symphonics. Lesser known 
works are not neglected by any means, 
and the magn and woman whose tastes 
Me mainly in symphonic writings will 
find but little to quibble with in the 
varieties available. for his or her cun- 
sideration. Not only is it possible to 
Ond Beethovens No, 1 Symphony (say) 
recorded. twice in the H.M.V. cata- 
logues, but Decca, Columbia or Bruns- 
wick may also have it in thelr issues 

. ay well. It is thus possible ta have a 
choice of five or six different record- 
ingy, sufficiently wide a field, I suggest, 
tu please the most exacting demands. 

Secondly, one or-more concertos call 
for melusion if varicty ts. to ‘be, the 
spice of the library. Of the pianoforte 
concertos, the classics, in every sense 
of the word, must surely Include Becth- 
oven's “Emperor” and the Tchaikovski 
No. 1 in B flat. The more venturesome 
muy even care to essay the Rachmanl- 
nov No. 2, This concerto has been 
heurd over thé alr quite recently and 
many of its passages are certainly very 
beuutiful. A concerto, although a little 
different to the usually accepted form, 
is a concerto by Bach, for the harp- 
sichord. I bought this recording a few 
weeks ago, and so charming Is it, that 
I have played it over and over again. 
Wanda Landowska is the soloist, # 
suyerb artiste whose forte is devoted 
exclusively to the harpsichord. There 
fs un old-worth charm’ about this in- 
strument which is utterly delightful 
For quiet soothing music, I can 
thoroughly . recommend this record, 
which I ‘confidently predicy. will be a 
firm favourite. b| : 

Or different calibre ‘but equally as 
enchanting Is the Handel Oboe Concer~ 
to, played by that: greatest of oboists, 
Lean Goossens, with the Liverpool

for graft. 

It is obvioun that the reigning 
pair—eapeciaily the Queen—In 
trying to bring Batkan gmonarchy 
up to date are trying to make It 
a serloun job and not just ao 
medieval relic. 

In a country actively at war 
with Communism the position of 
monarchy—automatically identi- 
fied by the Communists with re- 
action—is necessarily difficult. So 
thay are both deliberately doing 
the job carefully. 

The Queen, curled up in one 
corner of the sofa, talks of their 
job cagerly, economically—some- 
timeg angrily, sometimes nadly.
